One of the clergy of the Diocese has 
Transfers asked me whether it is proper fo give a 
communicant moving to another city or 
a distant part of the same city a letter of transfer, 


_which is simply a commendation to whom it may 


concern. Since the matter concerns the laity as well 
as the clergy, I am answering his question briefly 
here. 

It is entirely proper to give a communicant remov- 
ing from his parish a letter of commendation ad- 
dressed just to the clergy of the Church in general 
but such a letter is only an introduction. It has noth- 
ing to do with and can not take the place of a canoni- 
cal transfer. The latter must be given by the rector to 
a communicant who desires it. It must be addressed 
to the rector or authorities of a definite parish to 
which the communicant desires to be transferred and 
the communicant’s name should continue on the 
register of the first parish until an acknowledgment 
has come from the parish to which the transfer has 
been sent. 

It is quite true that there is so great carelessness in 
this matter that even the canons of General Conven- 
tion have to recognize that many people will ulti- 
mately have to be registered without having brought 
proper transfers. But the fact that this most desirable 
regulation is frequently neglected does not invalidate 
it. It stands as a regulation of the Church. It is de- 
sirable. It is important and it ought to be a matter 
upon the consciences of both clergy and laity to carry 
it out with scrupulous care.

Minutes of April Meeting 


The regular diocesan meeting of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary was held in the Cathedral Crypt, April 26, at 2:00 
p. m. It was called to order by the president, Mrs. L. 
C. Lance. 


Canon Hanson made an appeal for funds for the 
provincial divinity school, which at this time requires 
additional administrative leadership and one more pro- 
fessor. He suggested contributions be made in two 
ways: first, that pledges of $20 a year or more be made 
for a period of five years and, second, that on the 
Sundays of May 14, 21 and 28 special offerings be 
made for the school. 


The roll call was followed by a pa by Mrs. R. 
M. Norton, treasurer. She, mentioned especially the 
wonderful response made to the appeal for funds for 
Archdeacon Porter’s vestments. It was moved, second- 
ed and carried that the day’s offerings go to the Sup- 
ply Department. 

Mrs. Lance called attention to a letter prams Miss 
Lindley concerning the national deficit of $145,000, 
which can be met by small contributions, provided 
the giving is unanimous. Those present were requested 
to ask their rectors about parish plans for raising 
money for that purpose, to consider a branch gift and 
to see to it that every woman understands this need.

The Book of Common Prayer is a historic devo- 
tional portraiture of the Saviour of the world. By its 
ceremonial exploitation of the life and work of the 
Messiah, the Prayer Book, a republication of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, is true to the genius of Chris- 
tian worship. The Prayer Book’s embodiment of the 
spirit and letter of Holy Writ gives it an extensive 
missionary character.
